As a matter of fact, Comptroller Gen- 


eral Wright has published this require- | 
tax | 


ment in his annual instructions to 
receivers ever since he has been in office, 
but so far very few of them have ever 
pald any attertion to it. The law pro- 
vides no penalty for failure to perform 


this duty. nor does it put any penalty. 


upon the tax payer who refuses to give 
the information regarding his own fami- 
ly. should it be sought. These facts have 
naturally made the law a ‘‘dead letter’ 
and seldom have any of the Georgia tax 
receivers paid any attention to it. The 
consequence is the information which the 
legislature tnought to collect when 
passed the law has never been collected, 
and so far as is known no report has 
ever heen made on the subject. 

“T only know that the law directs me 
to put that requirement in my instruc- 
tions to tax receivers,”’ said Comptroller 
General Wright in speaking of the mat- 
ter yesterday, ‘‘and I have always done 
so.

History of Billiards. 
(From Outing.) 

The game of billiards may lay claim to 
great antiquity, for in “Anthony and Cle. 
opatra’”’ Shakespeare makes Cleopatra 
Say: “Let us to billiards; and so, un- 
less we accuse the great poet of an error 
in chronology we have traced the game 
back to a period before the Christian 
era. In early times a similar game wes 
played on the grass or turf with stones 
and later with balls of lignum vitae and 
other substances. How to apply the 
right -“‘twist,”’ or English to the cue ball 
is one of the most interesting and {m- 
portant elements in the art of good play 
ing.’ In early times only two white balls 
were used, and each player sought sim- 
ply to pocket the ball of his opponent. 
The red ball was introduced as a novel- 
ty to keep the game from dying out. As 
time has gone on the game has had a 
varied development in different countries 
In Spain they play with three balls and 
five wooden pins, which are set up in the 
middle of the table. In Russia they play 
with five balls, two white and a red, blue 
and yellow one. The English game ig 
played quite differently from the Ameri- 
can and French games. It is a combi- 
nation of the American games of both 
pool and billiards, being played on a 
table having pockets as in an ordinary 
pool table, and the points as scored in 
both of the American games being count- 
ed. The French and American games are 
played with three balls upon a table 
without pockets, and only “canons” or 
“caroms’’ are counted. In America the 
game of billards has undergone a ritpid 
development on account of the’great skill 
attained by American players. Early in 
the last century the game was commonly 
played with four balls upon a pool table, 
more or less like the present English 


|game, for both pocketing balls and mak- 


ing caroms were counted, but in time 
this style of playing proved so simple 


that a table was adopted without any 


pockets in iM and caroms only were
